The Crop Outlook.

The outlook for the crops is ex-

The single 
exception is the cotton crop, which 
had a poor start and is threatened 
by the boll weevil. Apprehension is 
felt of •» short crop, and the price 
reflects it.

The South American countries which 
produce raw materials and food- 
stuffs are finding better markets, 
working off the surplus stocks of 
merchandise which have embar- 
rassed them, and beginning to buy 
again in substantial amounts. Con- 
ditions in Asia are improving. The

dition for, foreign buyers in this mar- 
ket.

It is an effective system when all 
are working harmoniously. We are 
benefited by it, but the system is 
dependent upon good faith, 
fair 


dealing and a broad view of mutual 
interests. The work of the coal 
miner or railroad employee is no 
more essential to the .welfare ^f so- 
ciety than the work of the farmer 
or the worker in many other indus- 
tries, but, the opportunity to com- 
bine is more favorable, and the 
chances of success for a combina- 
tion are better. 


The action of the miners and rail- 


road employees in forming an a l - 
liance must be accepted as meaning 
a purpose to exercise their centre! 
over the mines and the railways, 
and is a threat of arbitrary power, 
inconsistent 
with the mutual obli- 


gations upon which society rests. 


This, of course, is not saying that 


the miners and railroad men are an 
exceptionally bad lot; we know they 
are not; us individuals they would 
be as kii;:l,- considerate and helpful 
as the average of other people, but, 
as with niost people, they have such 
a bias for the interests of the group 
or class that' they <!o not sue the fun» 
ihimental rights that underly all 
others and which must be respected 
if orderly society is to endure.

group 


claims,, by reason of its relations to 
the . industrial" •" organization, 
th': 


right to put the lives or welfare oJ 
the population in.'jeopardy it aspires 
to an exercise of power that in the 
long run society will not .tolerate. 
When rights and interests cotne in 
conflict all parties are bound to 
have a voice in the settlements.

The Crop Outlook.

The outlook for the crops is ex-

The South American countries which 
produce raw materials and food- 
stuffs are finding better markets, 
working off the surplus stocks of 
merchandise which have embar- 
rassed them, and beginning to buy 
again in substantial amounts.

We are 
benefited by it, but the system is 
dependent upon good faith,

dealing and a broad view of mutual 
interests. The work of the coal 
miner or railroad employee is no 
more essential to the .welfare ^f so- 
ciety than the work of the farmer 
or the worker in many other indus- 
tries, but, the opportunity to com- 
bine is more favorable, and the 
chances of success for a combina- 
tion are better. 


The action of the miners and rail- 


road employees in forming an a l - 
liance must be accepted as meaning 
a purpose to exercise their centre! 
over the mines and the railways, 
and is a threat of arbitrary power, 
inconsistent 
with the mutual obli- 


gations upon which society rests. 


This, of course, is not saying that 


the miners and railroad men are an 
exceptionally bad lot; we know they 
are not; us individuals they would 
be as kii;:l,- considerate and helpful 
as the average of other people, but, 
as with niost people, they have such 
a bias for the interests of the group 
or class that' they <!o not sue the fun» 
ihimental rights that underly all 
others and which must be respected 
if orderly society is to endure. 
When a 
relatively 
small 
group 


claims,, by reason of its relations to 
the . industrial" •" organization, 
th': 


right to put the lives or welfare oJ 
the population in.'jeopardy it aspires 
to an exercise of power that in the 
long run society will not .tolerate. 
When rights and interests cotne in 
conflict all parties are bound to 
have a voice in the settlements.
